Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was discussed whether the narrowing of the compositional ranges 
lacked written description, with no agreement rendered. It was also discussed whether the about preceding the ranges 
should be eliminated. The examiner agreed that eliminating the "about" would insure that the ranges of the claims and 
the prior art did not overlap, and that the making a prima facie case of obviousness would be more difficult. Therefore, 
applicant is proposing to delete "about" in the ranges, arguing whether the references teach the "homogenous" blend 
claimed in claims 28 and 29, and looking closer at the 1 12 first paragraph rejection for possible arguments.
